Escaped From Japs 

Township Employee 
War One of L. M. 
"Bulldogs" 



Lt. Robert J. Graham. USNR. 
formerly of 16 School Lane. Aro- 
more. is spending a 39-day leave 
with his wife, the former Miss 
Janet. C. Rainsford, of Rosemont, 
after dodging Japs and fighting 
off starvation for six months in 
the Borneo jungle. 

Attacked by four Japanest; 
fighter planes over Brunei Bay last 
January, the Liberator bomber in 
which Lt. Graham was flying, wa ; 
forced to crash land in a paddy 
field. Nine survivors ol the cm.' 
started on the 179-day trek back 
to civilization. Only four made 
the grade. 

Afraid the Japanese would cap- 
ture them, the airmen left their 
wrecked plane without taking time 
to salvage foo* or first aid equip- 
ment. After 13 days without reg- 
ular rations, the nine men reached 
a liny village, and all came down 
wKli malaria. 

Hearing reports that the Japs 
! were trailing them, the group de- 
fined to split up .to avoid detec- 
tion. Graham, the strongest of 
his party, decided to investigate 
est ape possibilities and made a 
four-day hike to a village where 
some army fliers were reported 
hiding. He was dogged by Jan 
pa i vols all the way. When they 
returned to the first village. Gra- 
ham and his companions found 
that the Japs had caught and 
executed five of the survivors. 

Finally, after recruitine' natives 
to help build a crude airstrip the 
men were rescued by an Aus- 
tralian liaison plane which car- 
ried them out one by one. 

Lt. Graham, formerly employed 
bv Lower Merion Township in t'it 
Sanitary Drainage Department, 
was a member of the famous 
Lower Merion Bulldogs who le.':, 
in a group to .join the Air Forces 
almost three years ago. Overseas, 
for 17 months, he has been 
av aided the Purple Heart. 

vVhen asked about his experi- 
ences. Lt. Graham said. "1 coind 
just as well have clone without the 
experience." 

Married while home on leave in 
February. 1943. Lt. Graham wnl 
reooit to the Cape May, N. J..

The insistent call of the West and the North 
resulted in the establishing ■ of paths and trails 
from which were developed the early commercial 
routes from the centers of distribution and in turn 
these centers called for a continuous supply of 
agricultural and food products. 

These factors working in unison demanded bel- 
ter roads and highways over which supplies could 
he more easily and economically transported. This 
demand shortly after the close of the revolution 
called into being the turnpike or toll road system, 
beginning with Ihe Philadelphia and Lancaster 
turnpike road constructed under the provisions of 
(he Act of April 9. 1792. and spreading to all sec- 
tions of the State so that by 1831 there was re- 
ported as being operated twenty-five hundred miles 
cl toll roads and 14fi turnpikes. 

It was a comparatively simple matter io "start 
a turnpike." As an example. A and B mutually 
agree to pool their interests with other investors 
in the formation ot a certain length of road, and 
then at templed to secure a charter from the Slate. 
If the charter were grinned A and B were in busi- 
ness. 

Many of these turnpikes were poorly constructed 
and only a few of them yielded .sufficient revenue 
to pay for the maintenance, to say nothing of re- 
muneration to Ihe stockholders. The lack of in- 
come caused many turnpike roads to be abandoned 
rnd the failure to properly maintain others caused 
them to be condemned. The maintenance of the 
abandoned and condemned turnpike roads then 



developed upon the townships, counties, boroughs, 
or cities in which they were located. 

The turnpike or toil road had its use. and served 
it.s time and purpose, being a vast improvement 
over the mud road or the corduroy road. 

As traffic increased, local communities, with but 
few exceptions, were unable to cope with problems 
of maintaining the public roads and they were 
permitted to become in such condition as to make 
l hem dangerous and unsafe for travel. However 
to improve these conditions was a question that 
agitated the mind of the public for a number of 
.M-ars and so that the public might be better in- 
torceri as to the value of "Good Roads." r prize 
was offered m November. 1889. by the cooperation 
of interested citizens of Philadelphia and vicinity 
and the University of Pennsylvania for the best, 
paper upon Ihe construction and maintenance of 
common roads. This had a stimulating effect and, 
as a res-lilt, many townships in the vicinity of Phil- 
adelphia constructed several miles of Telford-ma- 
cadatn roads. 

Under the Act of June 12. 1893. P. L. 451. 
<l;iiu\\n as the "Lusch Act"; taxpayers ot town- 
ships and lire road districts were enabled to con- 
tract tor making, at their own expense, the roads - , 
paying salaries of township or roml district's otli- 
cei.s. thereby preventing the levying and collection 
of a road tax therein.
